T he Historical Society of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C is featuring its exhibit,

This free service connects communi¬ 
ties north of I Street to the Waterfront 
Metrorail station, and to daily necessities 
from Safeway, CVS and Bank of America. 
The shuttle service minimizes the disrup¬ 
tion to residents and pedestrians who 
need to travel safely to and from the north 
side of the Waterfront Mall construction 
site. Look for the Shuttle-Bus Stand 
stops — a logo will soon be added. The 
bus comes by every 20 minutes Monday - 
Friday from 7-10 AM and 5-10 PM; and 
every 30 minutes on Tuesdays & Fridays 
between 10:30 AM - 1:30 PM. There is 
no shuttle service on weekends or federal 
holidays. 

Diamond Transportation Services, 
Inc. operates the wheelchair-accessible 
Shuttle-Bug. Diamond is experienced in 
transporting seniors and people with dis¬ 
abilities. The bus is equipped with con¬ 
tinuous video surveillance. 

The Shuttle-Bug resulted from a 
focused two-year effort by the SouthWest 


Action Team - SWAT; an MPD trained 
volunteer, problem-solving community 
team. Funding came from three sources: 
Waterfront Associates LLC (52.63%), 
The View at Waterfront (17.54%) (for¬ 
merly Marina View Towers) and a DC 
government grant (29.82%). 

SWATs partnerships have been crucial 
to success and are deeply appreciated: 
the two-year unwavering support from 
Deputy Mayor Neil Albert and Ward 6 
Councilmember Tommy Wells; ANC6D’s 
unanimous vote of approval; Dr. Clar¬ 
ence Brown’s (Executive Director of the 


DC Office on Aging) recruitment of a 
fiscal agent; and Emmaus Services for the 
Aging (fiscal agent), a nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion already experienced with DC grants 
accounting procedures and in providing 
transportation services. MPD’s Assistant 
Chief Diane Groomes and First District, 
PSA 104 command staff and officers have 
been very supportive. MPO Maurice 
Thompson advised SWAT and reviewed 
routes and bus stops for safety issues. 
DDOT’s Office of Customer Service and 
other DDOT staff provided advice and 
important assistance. 


Waterfront Associates LLC and The 
View at Waterfront are also our partners 
along with the District of Columbia - 
Thank you to our funders. They made 
this free Shuttle-Bug service possible. 

Planning began in January 2007 with a 
SWAT sponsored after-dark walk around 
the Mall. Conditions were simulated 
when the north side would be closed to 
pedestrians. Eighty participants brought 
a cross-section of perspectives that, in the 
subsequent work session, proposed a bus 
service around the construction site to 
remedy these conditions. 

The Shuttle-Bug route, schedule, bud¬ 
get and management plan was presented 
in the summer of2007 to city officials and 
developers. SWAT received unanimous 
approval for the shuttle from ANC6D in 
September 2007. Full funding was pro¬ 
vided in October 2008. The vehicle was 
delivered in November and the shuttle 
service began on December 17, 2008. 

The SWAT Transportation Committee, 
led by Beth Paulson with Steve Yaffe (pro 
bono Transportation Consultant), David 
Sobelsohn (ANC6D02), Guy Bergquist 
(Arena Stage) Sheila Morgenstern, Mac 
McCauley, Betsy Brener and Louise 
Hamaker, developed the routes, budget, 
management plan, & made presentations; 
negotiated contracts with the provider; 
designed and distributed brochures door- 
to-door throughout the target area.

Nationals Fans Left Cars Home; 
Award Given 

(Excerpts from a release) 

The Washington Nationals Baseball Club was given an award for its out¬ 
standing Transportation Demand Management (TDM) Program, including 
moving over 45,000 people into and out of a confined geographical area, 
Nationals Park, on Opening Day contributing to the fifth highest Saturday 
ridership in the history of Metro. 

More than half of the fans who attended the inaugural game, Sun. Mar. 30, 
took Metro. Metro rail carried 56% of Nationals fans to and from the newly 
expanded Navy Yard Metro rail station on the Green Line. 14% of fans were 
transported using the Nats Express, 59 bicyclists used the Nationals Bike Valet 
for the first time while 24 bicyclists chose to use the 286 bike racks surround¬ 
ing the Park on Opening Day. 12% of fans walked to the Park from surround¬ 
ing neighborhoods. A modest 18% of fans drove to the Park.
